This paper is filed in response to an Official Action received in the above- 
identified application, which required restriction to a group of claims. This response is due 
October 26, 2000 by virtue of the attached petition and fee for a three month extension of 
time. No additional fees are believed to be due, however, should any fees be deemed 
necessary in connection with the filing of this document, the Assistant Commissioner is 
hereby authorized to deduct any such fees deemed due from Marshall O'Toole Gerstein 
Murray and Bomn account number 13-2855. 

The Examiner advanced a 4-way restriction requiring Applicants to elect one 
of the groups chosen from : 

Group I: Claims 44-46 drawn to a filamentous bacteriophage; 
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Group Tt gjBAD^ gftni s 47-51 drawn to a phagemid comprising a DNA 
encoding a single-chain antibody-coliphage pill fusion 
protein, a process of producing a phagemid; 

Group III: Claim 52 drawn to a method of selecting an antibody 
from an antibody library; 

Group IV: Claim 53, drawn to a method of presenting a peptide or 
protein at the surface of a phagemid viral particle. 



Applicant hereby provisionally elect Group n, claims 47-51. This election is 
made with traverse for the reasons discussed herein below. 

As discussed in a telephone interview with Examiner Ponnaluri on October 10, 
2000, the pending claims in Groups 11 through IV were copied from U.S. Patent 5,849,500. 
This reference already is of record in the instant application as document A16 of form 1449 
submitted January 27, 2000. However, a copy of this patent is attached herewith for the 
Examiner's convenience. In light of the fact that Applicants have copied these claims v^ithin 
a year of the grant of the aforementioned patent as required by 35 U.S.C. § 135(b) and may: 
wish to exercise an option to invoke an interference, Applicants request that the Claims of 
Groups I through IV be examined together.
